Good, healthy breeding stock, and 
that kept in a good, healthy condi- 
tion, should be the fariaar*s aim at 
this season of the year. 

Sows bred now will farrow their lit- 
ter early enough next spring, so that 
the pigs can be weaned in time to 
breed sow for an early fall litter. 

The avsrsge weight of hogs report- 
ed at Chicago hat week was 217 lbs., 
compared with 218 the preceding 
week, 241 a jear ago aad 2M two jears 
ago. 

According to the secretary of the 
Kentucky State Board of Agriculture 
the "area now sown in winter wheat 
(in Kansas) is nearly 6,000,000 acres, 
which, with favorable weather, will 
yieki more ihaa 100;000.«QO bushels.

The Royal Apartment of 
chadneuar Recently F( 
by Extflorera. 



The German Oriental society con- 
firms the reports to tlic effect 
that Dr. Koldewey has succeeded in 
di.scovering^ Nebuchadnezzar's throne- 
room at Babylon. It is a gigantic 
boildia'g about 60 feet wide by 160 
feet long. Exactly opposite the door 
is the niche in which once the royal 
throne stood, and on both sides and 
on the northern front of the hall are 
richly-colored ornamenf.s, in good 
preservation, which will doubtless 
prove of the highest historical and 
artistic importance. 

The German expedition has also 
begun excavations in the City of 
Babylon, near the present village of 
Jumjuma, and has already discov- 
ered a goodly number of inscribed 
clay tablets, which, according to the 
testimony of Dr. VVeissbach, the As- 
syriologlst of tko expedition, contain 
letters, psalma and- vocabularies. 
They are, therefore, all doemnents of 
the deepest interest, and are spe- 
cially calculated, says the London 
Daily New.s, to further the study of 
the Old Testament. 

With the help of the new railway 
material, the work on the hill of Am- 
ranibu Ali is shortly to be resumed, 
and the excavations of this unique 
pantheon of the Babylonian metropo- 
lis, hidden deep in the earth, prom- 
ise rich and varied discoveries. 

The German Oriental society xloes 
not coafine its activity to Babylon. 
It has aeenrcd two other hills, named 
Far a and Abn Hatab, whidb ar« be- 
lieved to contain particularly fine 
monuments dating from 4,000 years 
B. C. The two hills are not far 
from Nuflfar, where the American ex- 
cavations are beings made^ and the 
sultan has already issued an irade 
permitting the excavations.
